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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  follovdjig  report  is  supplied  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  of  Headth*  Swadlincote  and  Ashhy  Joint  Water  Board,  are 
responsible  for  the  Supply  of  Water  to  the  Urban  Area*  The 
Swadlincote  and  Church  G-resley  Wards  receiving  water  from  their 
Milton  Works,  whilst  the  Ne\daall  Ward  have  water  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Watervyorks .  The  v/ater  supplies  are  of  a  satisfactory 
quality,  the  only  variation  in  quantity  being  during  the  late 
evening,  v/hen  the  supply  had  to  be  restricted  on  several  occasions 
up  to  the  end  of  September.  The  restrictions  had  to  be  imp<»sed 
due  to  the  increased  demand  for  industrial  and  domestic  purposes* 

The  supply  remained  constant  for  the  last  three  months  of  the  year* 
The  Y;ater  as  distributed  is  submitted  fortnightly  for  Baoterio logical 
Examination,  and  at  fairly  frequent  intervals  for  analysis*  The 
samples  are  examined  at  the  Derbyshire  Goun-'y  Council  Laboratories* 
Considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  distributing  the 
vyater  due  to  mining  subsidence.  There  are  only  a  small  number  of 
stand  pipes  in  the  district,  the  actual  number  cannot  be  stated* 

Many  houses  in  the  area  have  to  rely  on  joint  water  supplies  used 
in  common  by  the  occupants  of  two  or  three  houses,  the  supply  being 
located  in  joint  v/ashhouses.

Mr.  ChaD-nnan,  Madam  and  Gentleinen: 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Y/ork 
undertaken  by  Department,  during  1946. 

Due  to  the  serious  shortage  of  Building  Materials  and  riianpower, 
considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  getting  essential 
Housing  Repairs  canned  out  esqaeditiously.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
ov/ners  are  anxious  to  cany  out  repairs,  but  shortage  of  specialised 
labour  or  certain  small  building  components  often  delays  the  conviction 
of  the  repairs.  The  Control  of  Civil  Building  Regulatic^ns  were  further 
extended  dunng  the  year,  and  vhilst  the  issue  of  a  Licence  or  a  certi¬ 
ficate  of  Essentiality  for  Materials  did  nrt^  solve  the  repair  problem 
they  proved  of  great  help  in  enabling  labour  and  material  to  be  used 
to  the  best  advantage,  leaving  less  essential  ^d  luxury  work  to  be 
dealt  v/ith  at  a  later  date. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Civil  Building  Regulations  Yr>uld 
be  much  more  effective  if  it  could  be  made  compnlsoiy  to  obtain  a 
Building  Licence  for  any  proposed  works  before  any  material  could  be 
purchased  to  carry  out  the  repairs. 

The  provision  of  houses  for  the  hundreds  of  young  families  on 
the  Council’s  '.T.iting  list  still  presents  a  major  problem.  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Council  again  consider  the  pxx)vision  of  Bungalows 
•  r  flats  for  Aged  People,  preferably  with  a  domestic  help  and  home 
nursing  service  included  in  the  scheme.  The  x^ro vision  of  this  type 
of  accommodation  v/ould  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  Housing 
Problem,  in  that  many  elderly  couples  would  only  be  too  pleased  to 
exchange  their  present  homes  -  many  having  five  and  six  rooms  -  for 
something  more  in  keeping  with  their  present  requirements.  Thus, 
leaving  their  present  larger  dv:ellings  for  young  families. 

The  condition  of  the  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  food  were  again  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  only 
/  cause  for  comnBnt  being  the  handling  of  the  meat  supply  in  this  area, 
vdiich  up  to  quite  recently  (June  1947,  vdien  nev/  insulated  neat 
van  came  into  seirvice)  left  much  to  be  desired. 

The  sampling  of  milk  and  ice  cream  continued.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  report  that  the  majority  of  tradears  v/elcome  this  service,  and  are 
anxious  to  co-operate  in  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  and  ice 
cream  under  hygenic  conditions.

Of  the  above  applications  it  was  found  that  many  v^ere  duplica¬ 
tions  or  of  v/hich  we  had  very  little  accurate  information,  llenewal 
aroplication  forms  v;ere  therefore  forv/arded  to  950  addresses,  of' these 
171  forms  were  completed  and  returned.

opaila  requires  a  cons ido rah le  amount  of  tact,  patience,  and  under^ 
standing  cf  human  nature,  a  few  applicants  are  so  unreasonable  as 
to  hold  the  opinion  that  within  a  fev/  ■'A^eeks  «%f  placing  their  name 
cn  the  Council  Housing  list  a  nevf  house  should  be  forthcoming# 

Y/hilst,  cn  the  other  side,  the  vast  majtrity  of  the  ajjplioants 
appreciate  the  tremendous  difficulties  the  Council  have  to  overcome. 
By  constantly  being  in  contact  v/ith  the  many  urgent  cases  on  the  list 
I  am  lost  in  adrairaiion  fvr  the  tremendous  amount  of  faith  and 
endurance  tha.t  enables  these  families  to  maintain  not  pnly  their  self- 
respect,  but  even  in  some  oases  their  sanity  whilst  living  for  month 
ai‘ter  month  under  very  ovororov/ded  and  al^Tost  unbearable  conditions  -* 
v/here  nei^ves  must  always  be  on  edge  whilst  tenders  are  often  keyed 
to  breaking  point. 


One  must  indeed  build  up  a  tremendous  resistance  to  constantly 
witness  human  misery  and  unhappiness,  having  tc  listen  time  end  again 
to  the  stoiy  of  the  suffering  of  the  applicants,  and  then,  to  the 
best  of  one’s  ability,  sympathise  v/ith  the  applicants, and  t'^  tell 
them  that  their  turn  will  come  for  a  home  of  their  ov/n.  Words  -which 
to  the  applicant  sound  so  empty  and  meaningless. 

i 

ilany  of  the  oases  are  human  iDroblems,  the  extent  of  v/hich,  nor 
the  length  of  time  they  have  had  to  exist  under  these  circumstances, 
cannot  alv/ays  be  appreciated  by  the  number  of  points  they  are  entitled 
to,  this  being  one  of  the  wealmesses  of  a  Points  Scheme.  This  could 
be  overcome  by  amending  the  present  scheme,  to  allow,  say,  half  a 
point  for  each  year  an  applicant  and  his  family  have  (a)  resided 
in  lodgings  at  the  same  address  crO^)  lived  under  insanitary  conditions. 

I  malce  the  second  suggestion  to  increase  the  opportunities  of 
rehousing  the  large  number  of  families  still  living  in  houses  viiich 
were  scheduled  for  demolition  prior  to  the  late  War.  The  condition 
of  this  type  of  dv/elling  having  further  deteriorated  in  the  last 
9  years* 

Po3rtunately,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  outlook  for 
many  of  the  most  serious  cases  is  extremely  bri^t.  Many  should  be 
living  in  homes  of  their  ov/n  before  the  end  of  1947.  V/ith  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  process  of  rehousing  many  of  the  other  cases  have  again 
regained  their  confidence  in  the  future,  and  are  now  busily  planning 
their  homes  v/ith  the  Imov/ledge  that  their  turn  for  a  house  of  their 
o\/n  v/111  surely  not  be  long  delayed.
